Gandhi, who has become one of © 


the most important persons im In- 
dian politics, came to this ancient 
capital last month to shake-some 
hands, make some decisions and 
demonstrate, as he does regularly 
these days, his growing power 
and influence. 

It was a typical day of cam~ 
paigning for the 29-year-old son 
of Prime Minister Indira Gandhi. 
It included the laying of a cor 
nerstone, two speeches. a walk 
through a slum districh and 
everywhere the Kind of respectful 
reception usualy afforded a 
crown prince. 

“He knows what to ask, and 
pays attention to what local peo- 
ple care about.” one of his ad- 
mirers said as he waiched Mr. 
Gandhi checking over city bud- 
get figures with a green fountain 
pen. while municipal officials 
Dressed close around. 

Mr. Gandhi has never held 
elective office. Indeed, he enter-~ 
ed party politics only last Decem- 
ber, when he was named to the 
executive committee of the youth 
wing of the ruling Congress 
party. 

But as he tours the counizy on 
more and more trips like the one 
to this north plains city. the site 
of the Taj‘ Mé4hal, he is in~ 
creasingiy regarded as a possible 


candidate to succeed his mother | 


as prime ‘minister, 

“He's got her name, her style 
and her guts,” said a high-level 
government official in New Delhi,

will stop him.” 

Except for a short period in 
the 1260s. India has had only 
Mr, Gandhi's mother and his 
grandfather, Jawaharlal Nehru, 
as prime minister since it be- 
came independent 29 years ago.

To his critics, who have be- 
come considerably less vocal since 
the suspension of civil Hberties in 
Indias last June, Mr. Gandhi 1s 
brash and ruthless. seeking to 
take advantace of his name and 
family position.

Court U pholds 


CIA Secrecy 
Over Budget 


National Security 
Is Invoked in Ruling 


WASHINGTON, June 6 |AP).— 
A Federal judge bas ruled that 
the CIA may continue to keep its 
budget a secret. 

“The court concludes that the 
‘secret’ classification applied to 
the CIA budget and expenditure 
Wes is proper, both proceduraliy 
and subsientively,” U.S. District 
Judge John Lewis Smith jr. said 
on Friday. 

The decision was made in 9 suit 
filed by Morton Halperin, who 
sought CIA records on the agen- 
εν budget authority for the cur- 
rent fiscal year and jts actual ex~ 
penditures for fiscal 1974. 

Victor Marchetti, a disafiected 
former agent who was involved in 
Preparation of the CIA budget in 
the late 1960s, has estimated the 
agency's annual spending at $750 
million. Former CIA Director 
William Colby has said that Mr. 
Marchetti's figure is incorrect, 


‘Other Procurements' 


Last year, Rep. Robert Giaimo, 
D-Conn., disclosed that the CLA’s 
budget was contained within the 
$2 billion listed in the Air Force 
budget under “other procure- 
ments.” But there was no indi- 
eation what percentage of the 
money was the CIA budget. 

Mr. Halperin filed his suit un- 
der the Freedom of Information 
Act, which requires many gov- 
ernment records to be disclosed 
to the public. 

Judge Smith concluded. “The 
wnauthorized disclosure of such 
infoxmation could reasonably be 
expected to cause serious damage 
to national security and to the 


capacity of the CIA to con-, 


duct effective intelligence-gather- 
ing operations.” 
Properly Classified 
He said the CIA budget was 
exempt from disclosure because 
it was properly classified as 
secret. 


Judge Smith relied on testimany 
by Mr, Colby, who argued that 
disclosure of the budget would 
give other nations strong clues 
about U.S. intelligence capabil- 
ities. 

Mr. Colby testified that similar 
disclosures in ofher countries 
have been “very valuable to us 
and caused us to change our 
previous estimates by considerabic 
margins.” 

The fudge also noted that 
“Congress on several occasions 
has rejected amendments requir- 
ing publication of intelligence 
budgets, citing similar national 
security concerns.” 


U.S. Authors Say 
Russia Exploded 


-H-Bomb First 


BALTIMORE. June 6 (AP).— 
The Soviet Union exploded a 
hydrogen bomb about six months 
before the United States con- 
ducted its first H-bomb test in 
1954, according to the authors of 
a new book excerpted in today's 
editions of the Baltimore Sun. 

Authors Stanley Blumberg and 
Gwinn Owinns said that, although 
U.S. intelligence sources had proof 
ot Soviet experimentation with 
the bomb, the man who developed 
it for the United States was not 
informed of the Soviet progress. 

The first U.S. testing of nuclear 
fusion and thermonuclear devices 
took place on May 24, 1951, sever- 
al months after the first such 
test held by the Russians, the 
authors said. The first U.S. H- 
bomb, called Bravo, was detonated 
on Feb. 2, 1954, nearly six months 
after the Russians tested their 
first. deliverable H-bomb on Aug. 
12, 1953, Mr. Blumberg and Mr. 
Owinns said. 

In the excerpts from “Energy 
and Conflict: The Life and Times 
of Edward Teller,” to be publish- 
ed in July, the authors said U.5. 
intelligence officials made & 
“dangerously imept” mistake in 
not telling Dr. Teller. a developer 
of the H-bomb, about the Soviet 
experimentation until 1953, 

They said Soviet physicist 
Andrei Sakharov, who developed 
the Soviet bomb, knew of U.S. 
tests as early as 1950. ““The evi- 
dence is convincing that the 
Russians achieved not only the 
first experimental nuclear fusion 
on earth, but also produced the 
first deliverable hydrogen bomb,” 
the authors said. 


Japan Offers bumunity 
To Lockheed Ex-Aides 


TOKYO, June 6 (AP).—Prose- 
cutors here have offered immuni- 
ty from prosecution under Japa~ 
nese law to three former Lock- 
heed Aircraft Corp. officials who 
have been ordered to testify in 
Los Angeles on alleged Lockheed 
payoffs in Japan, the government 
sald yesterday.

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Rhodesia and South Africa 


With the entry of active U.S. diplomacy 
In southern Africa, Secretary of State Kis- 
singer has been b:amed in bis own country 
both for putting too much pressure on 
Rhodesia and not enough on Soutn Africa. 


But, apart from the fact that in both states 
a large majority of blacks are ruled by ἃ 
white minority, there are differences be- 
tween them. And these difverenees, while 
they may not rule out an ultimate objective 
of majority rule in both areas, are suffi- 
ctent to justify separate approaches at this 
time. 

Rhodesia was one of those parts of the 
Briti:n Empire that was acquired. to use the 
vid exphemism, in a fit of absence of mind. 
That is to say. it was picked up by a British 
chartered company in pursuit of the pound 
Jess than a century ago, white government 
and colonists were imposed upon the exist- 
ing black population, and that white gov- 
ernment broke away unilateraliy from the 
Commonwealth under circumstances that 
leave it isolated and mostly unrecognized by 
the world at large. It was this last that 
Mr. Kissinger has emphasized as the diplo- 
matic reason for not consulting directly 
with Prime Minister Ian Smith's regime. 

The South African situation is much older 
nd ΤᾺΣ more complex. Dutch whites have 
ween there for more than three centuries, in 
fact. tney claim to have arrived before the 
slacks—meaning the Bantu tribesmen who 
presently dominate the African population 
am the region—came down irom the north. 
This, of course, leaves out the Hottentots 
and bushmen who were enslaved or driven 
oif by the first white settlers. As for the 
Bantu, the South Afrieans are giving them 
“sovereignty” in thetr “homelands"—such as 
the Transket. 

Te be sure. the blacks could not create 


viable economies in their homelands, and 
the South African Republic's economy could 
not function without black labor. So this 
form of mutual apartheid—black and white 
Societtes coexisting side by side—is an illu- 
sion. But at least it recognizes black rights 
to some of the territories Involved. It may 
be considered an experiment, however ill- 
conceived, toward adapting whites and 
blacks to a common existence 

Moreover, South Africa's Prime Minister. 
John Vorster, is extremely anxious to avoid 
the racial war that hangs over his country 
and Rhodesia He has put pressure on 
Smith to be more flexibie toward black 
demands: he could do more. And since 
South Africa is more stable. politically and 
economically, than Rhodesia, and better 
situated geographically. the black African 
States are quite willing to see the United 
States discuss these matters with Vorster. 

It is sti hard to see how a massive 
tragedy can be averted in southern Africa, 
war and disruption of a society that. for 
all its injustice, has brought a measure of 
order and economic prosperity to lands 
which haye many human and najural re- 
sources. It can, and often has been argued 
that the blacks of Rhodesia and South 
Africa are better off materialy than most 
of their fellows to the northward, and could 
only lose, in those terms, by their success 
against the whites, either by war or by 
white concessions. But the-pressures toward 
an end to white domination spring from 
more basic urges. and are too widely im- 
planted now to be removed—or even long 
delayed. Consequently, whatever Kissinger 
and Vorster can do to show progress toward 
meeting those pressures will be good for 
Africa over the long run, and might, for the 
short term, prevent the kind of chaos that 
is wrecking Lebanon today. —~ 


The Dialogue Deepens... 


Slowty. palnfuily, the rich and poor coun- 
tries are learning to talk to each other— 
and to move beyond propaganda toward 
genuine negotiation. 


On the surface, the just-concluded United 
Nations Conference on Trade and Develop- 
ment in Nairobi was disappointing. The 
US. proposal for a new international re- 
sources bank, to stimulate private invest- 
meni in the poor countries, was rejected by 
8. vote of 33 to 31, with 90 of the less devel- 
ped countries absent or abstaining. This 
rebuff led Secretary of State Kissinger and 
Secretary of the Treasury Simon to issue a 
Joint statement expressing annoyance that 
US. efforts to cooperate should have been 
turned down by “accidental majorities.” 
Many of those who voted against the U.S. 
proposal were countries from the Commn- 
hist bloc, 


The United States was partly responsible 
for the rejection of its proposal, in not pre- 
paring the ground for such a major move 
sufficiently with other countries. What 
matters nevertheless is that the large num- 
ber of abstentions by the poor countries 
implies that they remain open-minded on 
the resources bank. The U.S. proposal may 
well receive favorable consideration when 
it is presented again, as U.S. officials have 
made clear they intend to do. 

Indeed, the basic goals of raising develop- 
ment capital against the security of specific 
commodities, of facilitating flows of tech- 
nology as well as capital to the poor nations, 
and of safeguarding the interests of both 
private investors and governments, is a 
constructive outgrowth of the cooperative 
philosophy set forth by Secretary Kissinger 
in his address to the special session of tha 
United Nations in New York last September. 


..A Pyrrhic Defeat 


Not all the heel-dragging in Nairobi was 
on the side of the Third World countries. 
The United States, together with West Ger- 
many and Britain. opposed efforts of the 
jess developed countries to establish a 
“eommon fund” to stabilize wild price fluc- 
tuations in ten key commodities. ᾿ 

A compromise formula was found that 
permitted the Unctad meeting to close with 
unanimous approval of another conference 
to discuss 2 common fund to regulate key 
commodity prices. Under Secretary of State 
Charles Robinson said the U.S. position was 
still “fluid” on measures to stabilize com- 
modity prices. But as soon as the confer- 
ence had ended, the US. Treasury went out 
of its way to say that this country had not 
committed itself In any way to a common 
fund for financing buffer stecks of Taw 


eommodities and could not “support any 
trading system that requires a prior commit- 
ment to commodity agreements based on a 
system of government-administered prices.” 

Resolution of the State Department- 
Treasury differences on commodity stabil- 
ization measures is clearly essential. The 
issue needs to be removed from the realn 
of ideology and addressed on its pragmatic 


merits, The aim must be. to preserve an ὁ 


open environment for world trade in most 
products but build certain safeguards for 
poor nations that cannot endure erratic 
Swings in the world market for their few 
exports without peril to thelr economies and 
the very lives of their people. 

The Unctad meeting in Nairob! shapes up 
as ἃ pytrhic defeat—a failure that may pave 
the way to future successes.

Now Ghanaians complain that 
they spend much of their lives 
waiting in lines, And persons 
who sell their services as “queue 
standers" have formed a new 
professional group. 

There is grumbling that many 
of the smaller roadside kiosks, 
which have been officially de- 
scribed as supermarkets to cope 
with the market women, in fact 
belong to wives of military of- 
ficers. 

Thus, for a nation which still 
beasts perhaps the best-educated 
elite and civil service in all of 
black Africa, it is far from the 
best of times, It is perhaps 
understandable why many less 
sophisticated Ghanaians herk 
back to the early Nkrumah days, 
when Ghana was the richest 
country in west Africa. 

“It's impossible to talk to a 
Ghanaian for more than 15 
minutes without his mentioning 
Nkrumah,” a Western diplomat 
noted, “for good or evil, to be 
sure.”

Support by Blacks 
Could Elect Carter

major réason that Jininy 
Carter appears to be leading 
President Ford as the cholée of 
the electorate at this point is Mr. 
Carter's overwhelming siipport 
among blacks. 

This ¢oclusion, drawn from the 
latest national political survey 
conducted by The New Ydérk 
Times and CBS News, suggests 
that the black vote would be 
pifotat if the. electioti for presi- 
dent were held today between Mr. 
Ford and Mr. Carter. The Demo- 
cratic former Georgia governor

‘The finding may seem ironic to 
some betause the concerris of 
black citizens have not been a 
high priority of elther major 
political party in recent yéare. 

The Deiidtrats can tradition- 
alke count on heavy majofitiés 
among blacks. Sen. Georte Mc- 
Govern, D-6.D., was said to have 
reééivéd 87 pér cent of the black 
Vote in 1972. But Mr. Carter's 
lead this year is all thé more 
Bignificant because he seems to 


be rétaining that strong black 


support, even though he is ἃ 
white Southern politician, and 
because the white vote is so even- 
dy divided. 

Courting Vote 

The new survey's results sug- 
gest strongly—at least if the 
November election were to be held 
today—that the President and 
Mr. Carter would run about even 
among white voters, with’ Mr. 
Ford possibly edging out Mr. 
Carter by a siim margin. How- 
ever, when blacks are added, they 
go overwhelmingly for Mr. Carter, 
giving him the victory by about
